John B. Cotty, well-known to the 
police as a gun man, a member of the 
Bottoms Gang, twice convicted of 
Shooting and killing a man, was shot 
to death in a street duel with Wil- 
Ham R. Shinnick, 1938A Franklin 
avenue, near Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street, Friday evening, while police- 
men, who had not interfered with his 
practice of carrying a weapon, looked 
on. 
A carload of trolley passengers and 





many pedestrians were endangered 


while the men emptied their revolvers 
at each other. 

Cotty had emptied his revolver at 
Shinnick before Shinnick opened fire 
on him, several witnesses say. 

While surgeons were placing Cotty on 
the operating table at the city dis- 

_ pensary he died without regaining con- 
sciousness long enough to make a state- 
ment. Shinnick, with a bullet wound 
in his left arm, is a prisoner at the 
city hospital.

On a 
second trial the penalty was fixed at 
three months in the workhouse. His 
appeal from this verdict is still pending.

Denies Woman in Case. 

Shinnick, who is married and lives) 
with his wife at 1938 Franklin avenue, | 
denies that he gave Cotty any cause to 
be jealous and says the fight was not 
about-a woman. He intimates that the 
quarrel started when Cotty insulted him | 
by making insinuation as to the way he 
was handling the Schoenborn defense 
fund. 

Patrolmen Brown, Carroll and Bresna- 
han Were at Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street at 6:15 p. m. when the shooting 
began. The policemen recognized both 
principals jn the duel. Shinnick stood in 
the middle of the-street, 100 feet east of 
Jefferson avenue. Cotty stood on the 
sidewalk in front of Schneiter’s restau- 
yant at 2330 Olive street. A car loaded 
with passengers was approaching from 
the east. 

There were five shots in quick succes- 
sion. Then Cotty. the police say, started 
to put his revolver in his pocket. . In- 
stantly there was another fusillade, fired 
by the man who stood In the street. 

When both men had emptied their re- 
volvers the policemen fushed in and 
arrested Shinnick, Cotty was taken 
to the dispensary tn an ‘automobile 
owned by Warren A. Eaton of 307 North 
Jefferson avenue. 

Dr, Sherry found that one bullet had 
entered the right breast, two penetrated 
the left breast and two lodged in the 
abdomen. Any one of the wounds would 
have been fatal.

There was nothing 
around to frighten the horse at the 
time and I had a close hold of the 
lines. He began plunging and I set- 
tled back on the lines to stop him. 

“One of the lines broke and my 
pulling on the one line turned the 
horse into a cross street. The wagon 
struck a low place and my wife was 
thrown out, striking an iron hitching 
post. 

“At the same time I was’ thrown 
out, but I had the line wrapped 
around my hand and I was dragged 
half the block before the horse 
stopped. The children were sitting 
in the bottom of the wagon, which 
i did not tip far enough to throw them 


out.”

A controversy over payment of lega- 
cies amounting to $106,000 bequeathed by 
Mrs. Josephine Brinckwirth to church 
and charitable Organizations has arisen 
between Public Administrator Troll, in 
charge of ths Brinckwirth estate, and 
representatives of the family on one 
side and some of the charitable organ- 
izations named in the will on the other. 
These beneficiaries hav: filed petitions 
asking the Probate Court for an order 
to compel the administrator to pay the 
legacies at once. Mrs. Brinckwirth died 
in March, 1911, at her home, 411 Lin- 
Gell boulevard, leaving three children, 
and, under the law, payment of the 
legacies may be made. pwithin a year 
after the death of the donor. 

Administrator Troll stated to Probate 
Judge Holtcamp Saturday that, while 
the market value of the Brinckwirth 
property in his hands is $186,000, he has 
only $36,000 cash and it would be neces- 
sary to sell some securities to pay the 
legacies now. 

Thinks It Bad Time to Sell. 

This is opposed by Attorneys Schnur- 
macher and Rassieur, representing the 
Brinckwirth children, who said that be- 
cause of business uncertainty, due to 
presidential election year, the time is 
not propitious to sell securities. At- 
torney Schnurm@cher argued that it 
would be best to wait until after elec- 
tion and take chances on stocks and 
other securities being more valuable 
then. To sell them now, he said, might 
result in loss to the estate. 

Troll said he thought he could arrange 
to pay the legacies now if the bene- 
ficiaries would relinquish their right to 
the interest from the time they were 
due, which amounts to aboyt $6000. This, 
he said, they are not-willing to do. 

Judge Holtcamp announced that if the 
beneficiaries insisted on payment he 
would have to make the order and also 
tnat they are entitled to the interest. 

Hearing Is Continued. 

Afterward E. V. P. Schneiderhahn and 
Alex Garesche, representing some of the 
beneficiaries said that in view of the 
Schnurmacher’s statement they did not 
care to insist on payment for the pres- 
ent. The Court continued further hear- 
ing of the matter to Oct. 11.

Expose the ‘Other Woman’ 
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Stanton Declares He Will 
Sue Wife of Member of 
Old New York Aristocracy 
to Avenge Mother — Al- 
leges She Started 30-Year 
Family Row.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—A woman who 
occupies an unquestioned place in New 
York society, and who has been lead- 
ing an inconspicuous married life for 
13 years, may soon be named as the de- 
fendant in a suit to be brought by Stan- 
ton Sickles, son of Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, according to an announcement 
made by the younger man of the fam- 

ily. 

‘Tt was she who broke up the happy 
married life of my father and mother,” 
young Sickles said, ‘‘and who helped 
in my father’s financial downfall. It 
was she who was primarily résponsible 
for the exchange of public accusations 
between the General ané my mother 
which has been going on lately. 

‘T am going to bring legal action 
against her, compelling her tu s*y what 
she did with large sums of money she 
cbtained from my father;” he _ said: 
‘“‘And also I will make her tell how she 
obtained this morey. 

“The affair that she carried on with 
my father for rnesre than 18 years will 
be fully brought to light.”’ 

Tle junior Sickles mentioned the wom- 
en's name. She.-is of the old aristocracy 
ef the town and is ‘more prominent in 
church: and society affairs than in the 
gayeties of the fashionable ‘world. 

“Hasband Will Put Her Out.” 

“Why, this Woman’s husband will put 
her out of his houses,” declared Stanton 
Sickles, “‘when he hears of hef relations 
with my father. They began when she 
was a very young girl, under .20, away 
back in 1878, and continued until I broke 
up the affair in 1896. Ske was married 
in 1899... Her husband knew nothing. of 
that part of her history.” 

The. husband mentioned is a member 
of an old New York family, which made 
so much money out of real estate in- 
vestments in Fifth avenue that he was 
not obliged to entsr any business ot 
profession.

ESTATE. MIX-UP) 


Organizations Named in Will 
Want Brinckwirth Legacies 
Paid at Once. 


A controversy over payment of lega- 
cies amounting to $106,000 bequeathed by 
Mrs. Josephine Brinckwirth to church 
and charitable Organizations has arisen 
between Public Administrator Troll, in 
charge of ths Brinckwirth estate, and 
representatives of the family on one 
side and some of the charitable organ- 
izations named in the will on the other. 
These beneficiaries have filed petitions 
asking the Probate Court for an order 
to compel the administrator to pay the 
legacies at once. Mrs. Brinckwirth died 
in March, 1911, at her home, 4511 Lin- 
Gell boulevard, leaving three children, 
and, under the law, payment of the 
legacies may be made within a year 
after the death of the donor. 

Administrator Troll stated to Probate 
Judge Holtcamp Saturday that, while 
the market value of the Brinckwirth 
property in his hands is $186,000, he has 
only $36,000 cash and it would be neces- 
sary to sell some securities to pay the 
legacies now. 

Thinks It Bad Time to Sell. 

This is opposed by Attorneys Schnur- 
macher and Rassieur, representing the 
Brinckwirth children, who said that be- 
cause of business uncertainty, due to 
presidential election year, the time is 
not propitious to sell securities. At- 
torney Schnurm@cher argued that it 
would be best to waft until after elec- 
tion and take chances on stocks and 
other securities being more valuable 
then. To sell them now, he said, might 
result in loss to the estate. 

Troll said he thought he could arrange 
tc pay the legacies now if the bene- 
ficiaries would relinquish their right to 
the interest from the time they were 
due, which amounts to aboyt $6000. This, 
he said, they are not willing to do. 

Judge Holtcamp announced that if the 
beneficiaries insisted on payment he 
would have to make the order and also 
tnat they are entitled to the interest.\ 

Hearing Is Continued. 

Afterward E. V. P. Schneiderhahn and 
Alex Garesche, representing some of the 
beneficiaries said that in view of the 
Schnurmacher’s statement they did not 
‘are to insist on payment for the pres- 
ent. ‘The Court continued further hear- 
ing of the matter to Oct. 11.

Speakers répresenting the Home Rule 
Committee of One Hundred will be as- 
signed to the meetings of all the im- 
provement ‘associations in St. Louis 
within the next few weeks.

Lukenbil) said he was afraid that the 
appointment of these commissioners by 
the Mayor and ‘the reduction of the 
membership of the boards would result 
in @ stall group of politicians gaining 
complete. control. of the city. He inti- 
mated that the Master Butchers, and 
the Retail Grocers’ Association, of 
which he is also a member, preferred 
to have the commissioners ~ elected, 
somewhat after the plan of electing the 
School Board. 

Harry B.. Hawes, who started the 
heme rule movement, declared that it 
was necégsary for the organizations to 
agree upon one bill and push that, other- 
wise little would be accomplished. He 
said thé ¢andidates for Governer of the 
several parties had approved the bills 
prepared by Bates, and that it was the 
purpose ‘of the organization to get a 
public expression from the guberna- 
torial candidates to the effect that they 
would sigh the bills if they were passed 
by the Legislature. 

The bdills should be presented to thé 
candidates for Governor within the next 
ten days, Hawes said. 

“This should be done so that we may 
have time to act in aceordance with 
their answers,” said Hawes.

Preacher Says Irish Home Rule 


~Movement’s Aim Is Catholic 
Ascendancy. 


By Associated Press. 

BELFAST, Ireland, Sept. 28.—Ulster 
day, the Orangemen’s culminating peri- 
od of protest against home rule, epened 
with an absolute calmness that rendered 
Unionists and home rulers alike appre- 
hensive as to what might happen. 

The ‘people of Ireland, even those re- 
apensible for today’s signature of the 
formidable “league and covenant,” had 


looked forward to the day’s happen- 
| Sings with misgiving. 

The weather was doubtful early in the 
day, but before UWister men had begun 
to gather for the _ religious . services 
which preceded the signing of the cove- 
nant, sunshine flooded the streets. 

The town was gaily decorated, the 
Union Jack being everywhere predomi- 
nant, one huge national flag envelop- 
ing the facade of Ulster Hall, the cen- 
ter of today’s proceedings. Most of the 
shops and all the big industrial works 
were closed. 

Spirit of Unity. 

The spirit of unity prevailing among 
the Protestant denominations was illus- 
trated by the selection of the officiat- 
‘Ing clergyman, the Rev. W. McLean, 
formerly Presbyterian moderator, 
preached the sermon, and he was as- 
sisted in the services by ministers be- 
longing to the Anglican, Methodist, 
Baptist and Congregational Churches. 
Sir HKdward Carson sat at the right of 
Mr. McLean, and the Lord Mayor of 
Belfast at his left. 

A semi-military aspect was not lack- 
ing in the meeting, as 200 picked stal- 
wart members of the Unionist clubs and 
Orange lodges wearing bright sashes, 
acted as’ a guard of honor, standing 
around the pulpit, while 500 of what is 
known as the “reserve guard’ occupled 
seats in the gallery. 

The great congregation was unable to 
restrain itself as notable personages 
came into the hall. Among the first 
was Lord Charles Beresford, who was 
greeted with a loud cheer. Capt. James 
Craig, the Unionist ,member for East 
Down, reminded the audience that the 
Service was a religious one and said 
Sir Edward Carson wished it to be 
looked upon as such in the real sense 
of the word. 

Congregation Cheers. 

When Sir Edward Carson and Fred- 
erick E. Smith arrived, however, the 
people, forZetful of the appeal that had 
been made, again broke into cheers. 
which continued as the twe leaders pro- 
ceeded to the platform behind the 
Orange flag of the battie of the Boyne, 
presented to Sir Edward Carson last 
evening. 

Dr. McLean's sermon roused the con- 
gregation to another burst of cheering, 
which was suppressed from the pulpit. 
Dr. McLean declared the Irish question 
at the bettom was a war against Prot- 
estantism and an attempt to establish 
Roman Catholic ascendancy in Ireland 
and to begin the disintegration of the 
British Empire by securing a second 
Parliament in Dublin. -Ulster men were 
ready, he said, to accept almost any 
program of social and political reform, 
but they would not have home rule. 

Sir Baward Carson was the first to 
sign the covenant which binds the Ul- 
stermen to “use al] the means that may 
be found necessary to defeat the present 
conspiracy to set up home rule in Ire- 
land,”” and also to refuse to recognize 
the authority of an Irish Parliament.

“This is the story of the 
struggle between a Genius for Tragic

“The Genius, however, proves to be 
tlie villain herself and libels the lit- 
tle village which really did her no more 
harm than she permitted it, passively, to 
do.

 {ndifference of the great city which

MOVING PICTURES OF A TITAN. 
ID you ever see a Titan with a 
capital T? If se, probably 
neither you nor the Titan were 
aware of it. That is, {t is not at all 
likely that he ever suspected himself of 
being a Titan or that after having seen 
him you could ever be convinced that 
he was one. This is because he may 
have a habit of going around in_ his 
shirt sleeves and looking very much 
more ordinary than most ordinary peo- 
ple.

be after his really Titanic struggle is 
over. Usually, however, the Americans 
who made the Titanic country we boast 
about did nothing of the kind.

Everything Mark Twain ever did or 
Was ever supposed to have doné, Is 4 
good story. Most of the best. stories 
told about other famous Americans, havo 
been told about Mark Twain either 
by Mark Twain himself or by those 
who knew him too well to be mistaken. 
For example, there is the one David 
Crockett told about himself and his re- 
peated sale of the same coonskin. It 
has been improved by its adoption into 
Mark Twain literature and Paine gives 


hands it down to posterity. If he had 
suspected that it once belonged to 
David Crockett before belonging to Mark 
Twain, he might have spoiled it by 
critical hesitation, instead of complet¢- 
ing it as a work of finished art. This 
illustrates the impossibility of his suc« 
cess when he attempted to verify ard 
correct the written records and first- 
hand reports of those who knew Mark 
Twain best, including Mark Twain him- 
self. If he-had succeeded, we might 
have had a skeleton record of dry fact. 
As it is, when every fact, not now itn 
doubt may be made incredible hereafr- 
er by the halo of the impossible in the 
life of the typical makers of America, 
Paine has written a biography so full 
of the vital realities of American life 
that it is even now more important <o 
read and understand it than it is to read 
and know any “standard history” of the 
United States in print. 

Since it is a life of Mark Twain it is 
logically a handbook of American hu- 
mor as well as a biography. It has its 
background ‘of deep seriousness, or It 
could not succeed in this respect. There 
is no deeper serioushess possible in 
life than that:in which Mark Twain 
wrote his scathing protest against 
“Benevolent Assimilation,’”’ a document 
which as republished in this biography. 
is more likely to be forgotten than thy 
Declaration of Independence or the Get- 
tysburg address. 

“Be virtuous and you will be lone- 
some,’’ Clemens sald during that period 
of his life. During a life devoted to 
humor this is one of the few times 
when he condensed whole volumes o? 
humor into a sentence of wit. To show 
that this ‘‘came natural,”’ Paine records 
a masterpiece of wit by Mark Twain's 
mother. When she sald tn Hannibal! 
that she was sorry for Satan because uf 
the company he had to keep, she broke 
a world’s record. Think it out during 
the next 10 years and get an idea of 
what Paris wit will have to do during 
the rest of the century to get above it. 
It may also give some suggestion of the 
sort of education American mothers had 
to gét in raising real Titans. But io 
beginning to get an idea of what near- 
ly everything in the United States is 
really about, begin with Albert Bigelow 
Paihe’s story of Mark Twain’s begin- 
nings in Hannibal and keep on to the 
finis. (Harpers.)

T« art of repression in handling

This impression ‘haunts ons all 
the way through Josephine Daskam 
Bacon’s otherwise splendid story, ‘‘The 
Inheritance.” She has gathered in be- 
tween two covers a rare flood of inci- 
dent, startling, novsl and uncoventional, 
yet she has told it so coldly and careful- 
ly and calculatingly that the reader is 
prone to be resentful of the mathemat- 
ica] precision with which the story runs 
to its conclusion. The quiet, repressful 
style of telling it is not suited exactly 
to the sfirring nature of the tale. 

The theme is of family life in New 
England in the immediate post-bellum 
days. A little English boy of mysterious 
parentage becomes a protege of a vil- 
lage doctor, a fine, strong character, 
who instantly commands the reader’s 
edmiration and love. On reaching man- 
hood this youth goes to England, where 
his startling resemblance to the head 
of a great house spreads consternation 
and scandal. The situation that con- 
fronts him makes a man of him, al- 
though all but wrecking his career in 
the beginning. 

The story has a strong psychological 
Iesson and the New England charactors 
are delightfully drawn, but on finishing 
the narrative one is left reflecting on 
what Mrs. Bacon might have done to it 
if she had written in her usual vein, 
full of fine humor and the joy of living.

AN IDEAL SHERIFF. 

SHERIFF who is a perfect official 
A secause he will arrest nobody is 

the paradox to be found in Eliza- 
beth Neff’s amusing story, ‘Miss 
Wealthy, Deputy Sheriff.’’ It is a tale 
of a curious riverside village, visited 
daily by a steamboat called the “Sally 
Lee,”” and inhabited, like the country 
thereabouts, by a simple, hospitable peo- 
ple to whom crime was practically un- 
known. 

The neighboring Village has a bank, in 
which a college-bred, handsome young 
fellow happens to be cashier. Falling 
in love with the beauty of the country- 
side, this youth finds himself apparently 
cut eut by a rival. The god of the 
Green Eye makes him mad, for the 
time, and he rushes off on his motor 
cycle, to fall into all sorts of startling 
adventures, being charged with a terri- 
ble crime. ‘His machine comes to grief 
as he is speeding past the house of Miss 
Wealthy, daughter of Sheriff Pergellis, 
the kind-hearted official. Pitched on his 
head, he becomes an invalid in her 
house, apparently a criminal, really a 
crippled victim of circumstances. The 
amazing hospitality of Miss Wealthy 
and the simple but sensible philosophy 
of her father, the Sheriff. are used 
with the best.effect in the story. The 
Sheriff’s part is to settle quarrels and 
clear. those wrongly accused, instead of 
sétting people by the ears and becoming 
a terror to his neighbors. And Miss 
Wealthy is a splendid example of a use- 
ful and admirable spinster, whose good 
works are done in unconscious single- 
ness of purpose, as the natural efflu- 
ence of a kind heart. (Stokes.) 


DAVID DUNNE. 

BOY whose father died in prison

“WATERWAYS VS. RAILWAYS.” 
HE Hart, Schaffner & Marx prize 
T of $1000 for the year ending June 1, 
1911, was awarded to the work 
named above by Harold G. Moulton, in 
structor. in political economy in the 
University of Chicago, being No. 1) in 
the published series. 

The writer says that when he under- 
took the investigation of the subject he 
“shared in the,common belief that traf- 
fic of certain kinds can be carried at 
substantially less cost by water than by 
rail.” Moreover, “the constant. reference 
by writers on the subject to the appar- 
ently successful experience of European 
countries” led to an investigation of con- 
ditions there, at the outset of which he 
“shared in the general belief that water 
transportation on the Continent was of 
undoubted economic advantage.” Now 
bis views on both these points were 
changed the work itself tells at consid- 
erable length, 468 pages in all. 

As to a nation-wide system of water- 
Ways, it is pointed out that such lines 
must always follow natural valleys; that 
floods, drouths and ice must be reck- 
ened with; that traffic is much denser 
in European countries than here, while 
our railways are far more efficient apd 
are not so controlled as to prevent ruin- 
ous competition with water routes; while 
the dual form of government, state and 
national, and present political methods 
are great obstacles to the success of 
such projects. Canals are very costly 
and financially practicable only when 
short and connecting naturally navigable 
waters of considerable length. 

Vast sums have been spent in En- 
gland at a loss or with relatively small 
returns, while the future of inland wa- 
terways there is “utterly devoid of 
promise.” In Germany they have been 
moderately successful, being fostered by 
the Government which owns the rail- 
Ways and controls charges in a way to 
turn traffic to the waterways. “We may 
conclude in| particular that the Rhine 
River alone may be regarded as suc- 
cessful, and that, In general, waterway 
traffic has been developed in Germany 
only through the aid of a governmental 
policy which compels the taxpayers to 
contribute ah enormous sum te the sup- 
port of water transportation.”” Com- 
parison with conditions here shows that 
“from every point of view—geographic, 
industrial and governmental—German 
waterways are greatly favored as com- 
pared with those in the United States.”’ 

Returning to the United States, the 
writer considers first the Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf ship canal 2 er more feet deep, 
which it is estimated could not be built 
for less than a billion dollars, and would 
not be much used by ocean-going ves- 
sels. The project is declared te be ‘‘vis- 
fonary in the extreme.” 

Eight feet from lakes to gulf can be 
secured at an estimated cost of $21,000,000 
Like all shallow waterways, this would 
need to rely on the transport of bulky 
freight. It would be used but little for 
agricultural produce; coal is not so lo- 
cated as to use it; it is not needed to 
carry building materials; not much lum- 
ber would go on it; cotton will not use 
it extensively; few manufactures are 
shipped by water, and traffic with South 
America is not on the whole adapted to 
Water transportation, while a large part 
of the articles transported originating 
on the railways transhipment to wa- 
ter is far less easy and slower than 


other. 

Improvement of the Ohfe River ts 
urged at an estimated expense of $69,000,- 
000. From the standpoint of transporta- 
tion, the expense will net be justified 


while improvement of the river, instead, 


of preventing floods and purifying the 
river may have the OPposite effect.

Governor Will Speak at Mc- 
Combs Dinner in New Y rk 
. . Tonight.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Home after a 
three days’ campaign tour in New 
iengiand, Woodrow Wilson is supremely 
confident of his election to the presi- 
neney. His appearance yesterday be- 
fore @ vast audience in historic Tremont 
Temple, in Boston, was the signal for a 
politica) demonstration rarely seen there. 

Men and women from aristocratic 
Back Bay and longshoremen and day 
laborers of South Boston stood shoulder 
to shoulder and cheered Democracy’s 
new leader until they were hoarse. 

Not since he entered public life had 
the New Jersey Governor been so in- 
epired by his audience. There were 2500 
persons in Tremont Temple, and an 
‘qual number were unable to gain ad- 
ivission. He was introduced by Richard 
Olney, Who was Secretary of State in 
it resident Cleveland’s second administra- 
‘ion, 

Crowds Almost Mobbed Candidate. 

On the trip from Boston to Bridge- 
-ort, where Gov. Wilson addressed an- 
other large audience last night, there 
were great outpourings. He spoke from 
the rear platform of his private car at 
Willimantic and Waterbury and at 
‘ther stops hundreds of people almost 
mobbed him in their eagerness to shake 
his hend. ' 

Thousands were at the New Haven 
Rallread station in Bridgeport to wel- 
come the Governor, and when he stepped 
from the train a mighty cheer went up. 
He wae entertained at dinner, and then 
spoke to an audience of 8000 persons in 
the National Guard Armory. His speech 
for the most pert, was a repetition of 
what he has said in other addresses. He 
Was at his best, and his reception was 
mest enthusiastic. More than 3000 per- 
sons could not gain admittance. 


e Warns Against Roosevelt. 
Referring to Col. Roosevelt and his 


bull Moose platform, the Governor in 
his speech here, said: 

“Don't let enthusiasm fpr a great indi- 
vidual, don’t let admiration for an. in- 
domitable character obscure fully what 
‘it is purposed to do, because, in propor- 
tion as he is indomitable the result will 
he inevitable.” 

Those who have been with the Gov- 
erner since he was nominated for the 
presidency are agreed that yesterday's 
rpeech in Boston was by far the greatest 
speech he has made in the campaign. 

Gov. Wilson declared today that he 
felt greatly encouraged by his recep- 
tidn in New England. 

“IT was especially impressed,’ he 
sald, “by the fact that everywhere 
gxTreat crowds with whom I came in 
contact and the people whom I met 
personally seemed to take it for 
granted that the Democratic ‘ticket’ 
would be elected.” 

The nominee planned to spend the 
day here, attending to personal busi- 
‘ness. He had no engagements until 
tonight, when he will speak at the 
banquet to be given in honor of Na- 
tional Chairman William F. Me- 
Coombs by the College Men's Wilson 
and Marshall League.

“Of course, the prevailing fashions 
are preity, and when great care is 
taken the arrangement will not affect 
the eyes,’ said Dr. Riegelman. ‘For 
the most part, however, the girls are 
careless, and allow the hair to hang 
directly across the field of vision. Un- 
mistakably, the sight is harmed and the 
eyes are strained. If the girls are not 
careful about keeping the hair back 
many of them will be squinting and 
have what is known as a squint eye. 


To Keep Hair Out of Eyes.

He 
took a lump of clay and carefully in- 
acribed the following:

The house where 
I live there is no food which I am 
able to eat.” Here is the third part of 
Speakel which I have sealed up and 
foward to thee.

This love letter has date 
‘To Bibeya from Gimil-Marduk: May 
Stimash and Marduk grant thee, for 
my sake, to live forever. I write this 
to inquire after thy health. [ am now 
settled in Babylon, but am in great 
anxiety because I have not seen thee. 
Send news when thou wilt come, that 
I may rejoice.”

Vincenzo Butara, Wounded in 


Neck, Says Trouble Started 
in Saloon Card Game. 


Vincenzo Butata of 3870 Page boule- 
vard, who was shot through the neck 
in a street battle at Eighth and Biddle 
streets late Friday afternoon and is at 
the city hospital, will not admit that he 
knows who shot him. He says he was 
playing cards with two men in a saloon 
and one of them struck him, Butera 
said, and, drawing a revolver, retreated 
toward the alley. Butara pursued him, 
firing at him, and the thiré man shot 
Butara. In all about 10 shots were 
fired. 

One of the men escaped through the 
alley and the other ran into a back 
yard. Policeman McCormick, who heard 
the shots, sent Butara to the hospital. 

Wife Tells of a Feud, 
Butara’s wife belreves it was a ven- 
detta shooting. She tells of a man who 
shot at her husband twice two years 
ago. This man left town after the 
shooting, but returned two months ago, 
and had made threats to “get’’ Butara, 
she said. Friends tried to reconcile them 
but Butara would not accept the other 
man’s apology. 

Another feud, according to Mrs. Bu- 
tara, existed between her husband and 
two brothers, saloon proprietors, in 
whose place, it was said, Butara lost 
at cards. 

Butara has been employed by the city 
on construction work and has been 
working on the King’s highway via-. 
duct. He has a 13-year-old daughter. 

Isidor Bendrsky of 86 O’Fallon street, 
an eyewitness of the duel at Highth and 
Biddle streets, in which Vincenzo Bu- 
tara wads wounded, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday afternoon his story of 
ths tragedy as he saw it. 

“T was standing at HKighth and Biddle 
streets, waiting for a car,” said 
Bendrsky. “The sidewalk along the 
south side of Biddle street, east to 
Seventh street, was lined with women 
and children. 

“In the middle of the block I saw two 
men standing and quarreling. A crowd 
stood around them, and their loud tones 
caused the women and children to come 
near and see what the trouble was. It 
looked at first as if their quarrel was 
half good-natured. 

“They were scolding at each other. I 
don’t know what they said, though it 
was loud enough for me to hear, as they 
were talking Italian. 

“want to Say Good-By.” 

“Then I heard one of them say, in En- 
glish, ‘You want to say good-by? 

“ ‘Yes,’ said the other, ‘you want to 
say good-by, too?’ 

“Bveryone seemed to think they were 
fooling, but suddenly the man further 
from me pulled out a revolver and be- 
gan to shoot. The other one began 
shooting, too, but there’ was only one 
bullet in his revolver, while the first 
man fired three times. I believe every 
one of the four bullets took effect. 

“The man nearer me turned half 
around as the other fired, and was 
wounded in the neck and thraugh the 
face. He kept pulling at the trigger of 
his revolver, but there was only the one 
bullet in it, and he couldn’t shoot any 
more. 

‘In the meantime, the women and chil- 
dren were running away in every direc- 
tion, screaming and crying. 

“A policeman two blocks away had 
heard the shot. As he came running up, 
the man who fired the three shots ran 
away through an alley. 

“The policeman grabbed the one who 
had fired once. He had seen the police- 
man coming, and threw his gun down 
on the ground a moment before the po- 
liceman got to him. By the time an am- 
bulance came he was unconscious.”’

The popular approval of the revival of a St. 
Louis Fair and Exhibition indicates that the man- 
agement may proceed to create, out of this begin- 
ning, a splendid permanent annual Universal Ex- 
bibition that shall be a focus for St. Louisans 
and hundreds of thousands of visitors. But to 
do this, a comprehensive and well-considered 
plan must be followed. 

A first-class racetrack being a necessary feature 
io every successful fair, the present track should 
be perfected and made safe for its purpose. The 
suggestion that the ground inside be used, in part, 
for aquatic sports, a lake being made for that end, 
has merit. That space cannot be utilized for 
buildings, which would impede the view of the 
horse and motor contests. 

The rest of the ground, outside the track, 
should be apportioned with the idea of giving am- 
ple space to buildings and pens for prize stock, 
exhibits of country produce, agricultural inven- 
tions and machinery, and all the useful, instruct- 
ive and amusing features that will attract vis- 
iiors from city and country. The happy combi- 
nation of the best that city and country have 
io show, of what is new and striking, should be 
the idea] to be kept in sight. Thousands of per- 
sons annually pass from city to country to be-

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ETTOR AND GIOVANNITTI.

Delegate Oviatt’s discovery of a river front piece 
of ground donated to the city for park purposes 
but rented for a pittance to a lumber company. is 
a fair illustration of our neglect: of opportunity 
to beautify the city, and give the people the full 
advantage of St. Louis’ opportunity. 

There has long been a demand fora riverside 
park and boulevard. . Plans have been made for a 
central park, and the beginning of a_ riverside 
drive. Some progress has been accomplished on 
the drive in South St. Louis. But land belong- 
ing to the city, and offering a nucleus’ for a riv- 
erside park system has been uged as a lumber 
yard. 

On Dec. 31, of last year, the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch published a page outlining ten plans for im- 
proving and beautifying St. Louis: The plans 
were formilated by the City Plan Commission, 
created for the purpose. 

These plans included a central, parkway. or plaza 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue, on or near 
Chestnut street, which was to include a municipal 
building plaza, si.es for public and semi-public 
buildings at Grand avenue, and the improvement 
of the Union Station neighborhood: parks <nd ter- 
races on the river front; extension of city streets 


subdivision planning to assure symmetrical de- 
velopment; the creation of plazas and sque es for 
the better regulation of traffic; the extension of 
the playground, park and boulevard systems; the 
reorganizing of street systems. for, better conve- 
nience of traffic and travel; designating districts 
for manufacturing and residential purposes; ex- 
tension of the conduit and granitoid park system; 
the outer park system. | 

Legislation is required for the :arger plans for 
the parkway and river front parks, and for the 
outer park system. The last named project was 
defeated by the voters. But it should be presented 
at a more opportune time. 

Citizens should prepare to include in their peti- 
tions for home rule legislation the Jegislation re- 
quired to empower the city to carry out all the 
plans of the commission. Amendments to the 
charter to enable the city to create park and bou- 
levard districts, and to issue bonds upon its own 
credit, based on tax bills, should be submitted to 
the people. 

But much of the commission's planned improve- 
ments can be carried out by ordinances. Progress 
in the direction of street widening and improve- 
ment and boulevard construction has been slow. 

The year is passing. The Municipal Assembly 
should proviue for every project that lies. within 
its power. Only three months of 191° .remain. 
They should be busy months. 
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‘St. Louis appears to have a $260,000 bank rob- 
ber. This may not be precisely a matter of pride, 
but it is at least metropolitan. .

Park Commissioner to maintain both a large soo 
and the public, playgrounds, and in the opinion of 
many taxpayers children’s public playgrounds are 
far more nécéssary at this time than a zoological 
garden. Every dollar. that is demanded for the 
maintenance of the proposed zoo, must perforce 
come out of the children’s playground allotment, 
and this being true, it appears that the children's 
playground department must suffer. 

Thousands of poor children live in. the central 
and downtown districts and the Municipal As- 
sembly has wisely authorized the Park Commis- 
sioner to establish public playgrounds in those 
districts, which must and should be main- 
tained, but they cannot be maintained if the funds 
alloted for that purpose are alloted for other pur- 
poses, 

The solution of the zoo problem I suggest, 
would be for the Zoological Society to induce the 
Universal Exposition to establish a Public Zoo- 
logical Garden on their vast and beautifu! 
grounds or give space to the Zoological Society 
for a public garden. The Universal Exposition is 
now ah assured success and one of St. Louis’ 
great public institutions, and they could ably 
maintain a zoo that would be a credit to St.

Though the census of England and 
Wales was taken on April 2, 1911, and the 
preliminary report was published the fol- 
lowing June, the first detailed abstracts 
of the revised figures liave just been 
published in London'‘as.\a ‘British Blue 
Book. , In, the préliminary.report a year 
ago the population of’ Engiand and 
Wales was given -as’36,075, 269) but the ‘re- 
vised figures make it 36,070.49 Since 
the previous census “poptiation shows 
an incréase —of 10.80 per cent. The nat- 
ural inerease, due. to; excess: of births 
Over deaths, is 12.48 per;cent, again in 
ratio for the decade of. only .04 pér cenit. 
In 23 counties in whith egricukture is. the 
chief industry. the aggregate rate of in- 
crease was 6.2, per cent, which is,’ om the 
whole, a gratifying showing, éspecially. 
in, connection with'a slight reduction in 
the rate of .increase in the industrial 
counties,, which indicates that the long- 
talked-of, movement baek ‘to the land 
has at least begun. Only .10 counties 
show an actual decrease in rural popula- 
tion, while there were 23 such counties 
in - 1901. 

One of the surprises in these revised 
returns is the fact that what is called 
Administrative London shows a decline 
in population, small, it is true, but stil!
